Preble and George Tufly, after 
full consideration, appreciating the 
good results of a practical mechan- 
ical education, disposed of this vast 
sum by erecting a mechanical de- 
partment and fitting it up in a way 
to affurd a practical radimental 
mechanical education for the boys 
of the Home. No one who bas 
visited the institution aud wit- 
nessed the primary efforts made by 
the embryolic mechanics would 
fora mement question the wisdom 
of the application of the bequest of 
Senator Sharon, nor could he or 
she fail to advocate this means of 
education. Yet, the questionable 
wisdom of the present Board has 
said this industrial department’s 
doors muat be closed, without giv- 
ing any satisfactory reason there- 
for. This department is as much a 
part of that institution asthe school 
room, of which it is an adjunct, or 
the Superintendent’s office, or the 
Matron’s or the supply depart- 
ment. For the suppurtiog and. 
conducting of the State Orphans’ 
Home, to be expended under the 
direction of the State Board of Di- 
rectors, twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars were: appropriated by the last 
Legislature. The body expected a 
part of this appropriation to be ex- 
pended in running the mechanical 
department of the Home. Because 
the Logislature authorized the ex- 
pen‘liture of this sum to be under 
the direction of the Board of Di- 
rectors, by closing the doors of this 
adjunct, they dare to do violence to 
the intelligent element of the State, 
to the youth entrusted to their care 
and guidance, and to cause a ver- 
dict of unfitness for the charge they 
have to be rendered against them. 
The last Legislature made appro- 
priations amounting to between 
fifteen and twenty thousand dol- 
lars to make up for deficiencies in- 
curred during the two years pre- 
vious; a part of which was for the 
Heme. If the Board of Directors 
think the next Legislature would 
not meet a reasonable deficiency | 
expended where it will Jo so much 
good, they narrowly judge the hu- 
mane tlement of the State.
